Have you patience for that idea? Yet undoubtedly to that pafs 
it will come at laft. 

My dear Friends and Fellow Freeholders, you are the de- 
{cendents of the ancient Scottifh Barons, who atrended their

Kings to the field, and advifed them in ‘Council ; or you are 
men of liberal education, who, by your laudable indpftry, have 
acquired hand eftates, and are the founders of. families which 
you hope may become uncient.

Permit not our 
excellent and virtuous King to have the pure gold of his great 
Council debafed by fuch mean alloy, when, by uniting, as one 
man, in proper refolutions, you have it in your power to cure 
this diftemper in the conftitution. 

Above all things, let me warn you to take the management 
of this bafinefs into your own hands, and:not to devolve it up- 
on this or the other great man, who, you will be told, has a 
great deal to fay with thofe commonly called the folks above.

be eleGed, a member of Parliament in fpite of your teeth. 

Now, Gentlemen, notwithitanding fick au Efquire be thus 
coined and ftamped, and has received his) charter-currency, 
like one of Wosd’s copper halfpence, if you will follow my ad- 
vice, I think I can fet you upon a method, to check the pro- 
grefs, and fpoil the market of this detellable manufacture, un- 
till you fhall obtain an act of Parliament for having it altoge- 
ther fuppreffed, our conititution reftored, and: our ele@ion-laws 
put upon a more liberal and independent footing.
